Trees Toppled by 


Severe Thunderstorms

Violent thunderstorms, packing 
winds up to 75 miles per hour, 
landed a one-two punch on central 
and northern Ohio Thursday night, 
blacking out cities for hours and 
toppling trees, phone and power 
lines, roofs, TV antennas, house 
trailers and 
an outdoor movie 
screen. 
Some injures were reported. 
In Marion, a child was hit by a 
falling tree limb and hospitalized. 
In Toledo, a 3-week-old baby girl 
was treated for abrasions after 
the family house trailer was blown 
over. 
Another house trailer, 54 feet 
long, was being towed on the To­ 
ledo - Detroit Expressway, just 
north of the Ohio Turnpike, when 
heavy winds upset it. No one was 
hurt in that accident. 
But minor injuries were report­ 
ed as a result of six house trailers 
overturning at the Norton Trailer 
Home Court along Ohio 90 in 
Trumbull County. The Highway 
Patrol said four trailers were de­ 
molished and two damaged. 
At Marion, the museum-convert­ 
ed home of the late President 
Warren (». Harding was .smashed 
by a falling tree. 
Power failures were reported at 
Marion, 
Mount Vernon, 
Oregon 
(Toledo suburb), Worthington and 
Westerville (Columbus suhurbsi. 
Akron. Greater Cleveland and at 
Kent State University where a 
sports banquet was thrown into 
darkness. 
At Mount Vernon, a 40-by-5t)-foot 
roof sailed off the four-story B.F. 
Goodrich store and landed smack 
in the middlt of South Main Street 
in the business district. It 
missed

and 
pedestrians, however. 
The store’s top floor. 
Used for 
storing merchandise like TV and 
hi-fi sets, got rain-soaked. 
Other places unroofed included 
the Oregon municipal building and 
the Frazier Manufacturing Go., a 
Marion plastics firm.

PARIS

His playboy son, Gen 
Rafael

armed forces of the Dominican 
Republic, the backbone of his fa­ 
ther’s absolute rule for 31 years. 
Rafael Jr, 32—made a brigadier 
general at the age of 9 by his 
proud 
father — was 
appointed 
Thursday "night by President Joa­ 
quin Balaguer and other govern­ 
ment chiefs w'ho served as front 
men for the generalissimo. 
Young Trujillo’s first job in pre 
serving the family rule is to hunt 
down the small band of assassins 
led by a retired army general 
who ambushed the dictator Tues­ 
day night as he was being driven 
from Ciudad Trujillo to his coun­ 
try estate. The elder Trujillo. 69. 
fell fighting with revolver in hand, 
a communique said. 
The dictator was to take his last 
ride today from this capital city, 
whose ancient name of Santo Do­ 
mingo he changed to memorialize 
himself. 


The body lay in state rn his j 
luxurious home in the capital dor- I 
ing the night, then was moved to 
the lobby of tile National Palace i 
stacked with flowers. 
The burial will be in San Cl is- j 
tobal, 18 miles away where Tru­ 
jillo was born and worked in a 
mill before embarking on his mil- j

Archbishop Octavio Bora, rank­ 
ing prelate of the Roman Catholic 
Church with which Trujillo fought 
in recent years, w'as to oificate 
at the services.

Dr. Lincoln is a Christian but lie

Muslim movement with scholarly 
objectivity in 
his 
book, 
"The 
Black Muslims in America ” He 
became interested in the subject 
when a student gave him a term 
palier which contained the follow­ 
ing: 
“ The Christian 
religion 
is 
in 
compatible with the Negro s aspir­ 
ations for dignity and equality in 
America It has hindered where it 
might have helped; it h a s t e n ev­ 
asive when it was morally bound 
to be forthright; it has separated 
believers on the basis of color al­ 
though it has declared its mission 
to be universal brother hood under 
Jesus Christ. Christian love is the 
w h i t e man s love for himself 
and for his race For the man who 
is not w h i t e . Islam is the hope 
for justice 
and 
equality 
in 
the 
world we must build tomorrow.” 
The Nation of Islam is attacking 
our civilization at its very heart 
It teaches hate, not love. It teach 
es that the Black man is superior 
to the White man. It does no; fuss 
with definitions: 
white is white 
and those who are not white are 
some degree of black. They want 
no co-minglmg of races, no assim ­ 
ilation. no desegregation. As Min­ 
ister Malcolm X, a powerful lead­ 
er of this movement, sail: 
We are never aggressors. We 
will not a tack anyone We strive 
for peaceful relationships 
w i t h 
everyone. BUT — (we teach out 
people) if anyone attacks you, lay 
down your life' Every Muslim is 
taught never to (initiate a) fight. 
R e s p e c t another man’s rights 
whether he is white, black, brown, 
yellow' or what-not! Respect him 
as a man. 'Do unto others as you 
would have them do unto you!* 
Never lye the 
aggressor, 
never 
look for trouble. But if any man 
molests you, 
may 
Allah 
bless 
you!” 
Dr. Lincoln’s book is one to read 
because one so-called Whites sit in 
“ 
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falst» security, hardly understand­ 
ing or even knowing what goes on 
about us. The Black Muslims in 
the U n i t e d States have been en­ 
couraged by the rise of the inde­ 
pendent African nations who come 
to sit in the United Nations, the 
equals of the British, the French, 
the Russians, and the Americans 
One vote is assigned to each of 
these countries and one vote goes 
to (diana and Guinea and Mali and 
even Chad. 
While Reverend Martin Luther 
King preaches the Tolstoyan doc­ 
trine of non-resistance, the Black 
Muslims teach 
total 
separation. 
The Nation of Islam is a moral so­ 
ciety 
which 
could 
accomplish a 
great deal for the Negroes of this 
country. 
Dr. Lincoln makes the hold as­ 
sertion that the Black Muslims are 
not an isolated phenomenon 
He 
says: 
"In New York City a l o n e , a 
score or more organizations < j c r­ 
ate in the name of black solidarity. 
Their central theme is always the 
glorification of black civilization 
and the depreciation of the white 
m a r ’s culture, which, 
whenever 
it has been adopted by the black 
man, has reduced him to im pot­ 
ence and ignominy.”
